Promulgated by the President in the Eleventh Year of the 

Republic of India. 

A Regulation to provide for the extension of the Cattle- 
trespass Act, 1871, the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, the 
Prisons Act, 1894, and the Prisoners Act, 1900, to the North 
East Frontier Agency. 


In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the 
Constitution, read with sub-paragraph (2) of paragraph 18 of the 
Sixth Schedule to the Constitution, the President is pleased to 
promulgate the following Regulation made by him: — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the North East Frontier Short title 
Agency (Extension of Laws) Regulation, 1960. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central (Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint

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(b) “North East Frontier Agency ’ means the North East 
Frontier Agency referred to in the said Regulation. 

3 . The enactments specified in the Schedule, as in force in the 
territories to which they generally extend, are hereby extended to, 
and shall be in force in, the North East Frontier Agency, subject to 
the modifications mentioned in that Schedule. 


4 . On the commencement of this Regulation, notifications Nos. 
5459P, 5463P and 5467P, dated the 13th October, 1914, in so far as 
they relate to the enactments specified in the Schedule, shall cease 
to have effect in the North East Frontier Agency.
